The board of education shall, also,
flp«ciu tu. whenever in their judgment, additional means may bo neces-

sary for the support of free schools in the city of St. Paul,
or for the erection of school houses therein, on or before the
first day of Juno of each year, present to the Common Coun-
cil of the city, a statement of the amount of money, beyond
that in their treasury, needed for such purposes ; and said
Common Council aro hereby authorized, if in their opinion it
is expedient, to levy a tax for such purposes, on all real and
personal property within this city, according to the city as-
sessment roll, which shall be collected in the same manner as
the moneys to defray the general expenses of said city, and,
when collected, shall be subject to the order of the said board
of education ; provided, that the levy of such tax shall, in no
one year, exceed one mill on the dollar of the property on said
assessment roll.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the. State of Minnesota :

SEC. 1. That the Supervisors of the town of St. Cloud are
hereby authorized to levy tho tax voted by tho electors of T«ro
said township for tho building of a bridge therein, on the tax-
able property of said township, as found on the tax roll for
said township, for the year eighteen hundred and fifty-nine.

SEC. 2. That said Supervisors, after assessing the tax
voted as aforesaid, on the taxable property in said township, w»mnt» tm
as found on the. a4sessmcnt roll of eighteen hundred and
fifty-nine, shall issue a warrant under their hands, directed
to the Town Collector, directing him forthwith to collect said
tax ; and said Collector shall pay the tax BO collected to the
chairman of the Board of Town Supervisors, in thirty days
from the date of said warrant ; and he shall be subjectto the
same penalties, and have the same powers and compensation
